Alcona apartment proposal challenged

Intensification could be coming to 
Alcona, but not without a fight. 

A seven-storey apartment com¬ 
plex — the first of its kind in Innisfil 
— has been proposed for Alcona 
and proponents of the project got a 
frosty reception during an open 
house on Tuesday night. 

Opposition to the proposal 
included a petition with more than 
110 signatures. 


If approved, the 120-unit Abandel 
Residential Development would be 
constructed at 1124, 1130 and 1136 
Innisfil Beach Rd., east of fanns 
Boulevard, almost across the street 
from the Shoppers Drug Mart. 

The same property first made the 
news in 2009 when the owners clear- 
cut mature trees up to the property 
line without notifying neighbours or 
the town, causing outrage from 
some area residents. 

In lune 2012, the southern portion 
of the parcel — with its direct 


frontage on IBR — was rezoned to 
'commercial' to permit development 
that could include a restaurant with 
a drive-through while the northern 
1.13 acre property was zoned 'future 
development'. 

At that time, the developer's plans 
showed a seven-storey residential 
building on the land with both 
underground and surface parking, 
and access to Innisfil Beach Road 
through the southern commercial 
half of the property. 

The open house was sparked by 


the developer Abandel Group's 
appeal to the Ontario Municipal 
Board (OMB) asking that the prop¬ 
erty be rezoned 'mixed use 2' (MU2), 
which most of the nearby properties 
facing onto Innisfil Beach Road 
already are. 

During the open house, planners 
for the town and the developer 
described the background and 
nature of the development, along 
with a key change.

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Innisfil Community Grants Program pays out

When the OLG Slots at Georgian Downs 
program began 12 years ago, the Town of Inn¬ 
isfil saw an immediate benefit: millions of 
dollars each year in hosting fees. 

The council of the day set aside $100,000 
per year for a community grant program that 
would provide support to Innisfil residents 
and organizations applying for assistance. 

But more recently, with the announced 
end of the Slots at Racetracks Program and 
provincial plans to modernize Ontario's 
gaming system, the town decided to tem¬ 
porarily suspend grants, reduce the depend¬ 
ence on the OLG monies, and come up with a 
more sustainable model. 


The new Innisfil Community Grants Pro¬ 
gram is rooted in the Inspiring Innisfil 2020 
Strategic Plan, and draws on funding not only 
from the OLG Slots at Georgian Downs, but 
also the Mayor's Golf Tournament and a new 
Spirit of the Community Mayor's Gala. 

On Jan. 21, the first six grants under the 
new program were presented during a cere¬ 
mony held at the Innisfil Town Hall. 

- $18,000 to the Cookstown Curling Club, 
for renovations at the club house. 

- $2,000 to the Innisfil Beach Cruisers Car 
Club 

- $4,500 to the Innisfil Historical Society, to 
help pay the costs of the new book, Veterans 
of Innisfil. 

- $10,000 to Innisfil Minor Baseball 

- $6,639 to the Innisfil Pipes & Drums to 


pay for new kilts 

- $800 to the Painswick Horticultural Soci¬ 
ety, for its beautification projects. 

"We have had great corporate relationships 
(with OLG) and we continue to benefit," Inn¬ 
isfil Mayor Barb Baguley pointed out. But it 
was seen as an important step to plan for the 
future and reduce dependence on the slots 
monies for the grants. 

"We don't want our community to be set to 
fail. We should always allocate the money 
after we raise it," she said. 

She had praise for the OLG, represented at 
the ceremony by Jake Pastore, Director of 
Municipal and Community Relations, and for 
the volunteer Innisfil Community Grant 
Review Committee, that selected the success¬ 
ful applicants.

The first Innisfil Community Grants under the 
new model were presented recently at the 
Innisfil Town Hall. Here, OLG director of 
municipal and community relations Jake Pas¬ 
tore, grant committee member Colin Wilson 
and Mayor Barb Baguley presented cheque 
for over $6,600 to the Innisfil Pipes and 
Drums. Other groups on the receiving end of 
the grants included the Cookstown Curling 
Club, Innisfil Beach Cruisers Car Club, Innisfil 
Historical Society, Innisfil Minor Baseball and 
the Painswick Horticultural Society, for its 
beautification projects. 


Baguley also praised the community 
groups, receiving funding. 

"We're incredibly proud of you, for what 
you give to our community," she said. 

Since the OLG Slots at Georgian Downs 
opened, the Town of Innisfil has received 
over $54 million in hosting fees, including the 
most recent payment of $877,662 for the third 
quarter of 2013. 

Pastore also noted that the slots provide 
employment for 318 people, and the pur¬ 
chase of $20 million in local goods and serv¬ 
ices. 

"Hopefully, we'll be part of this community 
for a very long time," he said. 

The cheques were presented by Mayor 
Baguley, Pastore, and vice chair of the Grant 
Review Committee, Colin Wilson.

The way to 
woo middle 
class 

F iguring out the best way to help the middle class 
should be a no-brainer. 

It's not about making a bunch of pricey promises 
for government intervention. It's not about the end¬ 
less, flowery rhetoric. 

It's about leaving the job-creating entrepreneurs 
alone to do their thing. It's about not hitting families 
with taxes and fees. 

Will Canadian politicians acknowledge this during 
this session of Parliament? 

You'd think they would. 

After all, the lead up to the 2015 election is all 
about appealing to the middle class, we're told. 

Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau says he's all about 
that segment of society. The specifics of his pitch? 
None yet. (No surprise there!) He's still deep in 
thought with his economic advisory committee. 
We're not holding our breath that they'll come out on 
the less-taxes side. 

Last week NDP Leader Thomas Mulcair went on an 
"affordability tour" to lament the nickel-and-diming 
of average folks - like high credit card fees and cus¬ 
tomer charges for receiving bills via snail mail. 

He's right that these certainly upset consumers. 
But the answer is for the consumer to get angry and 
for competing companies to lure them away with 
better alternatives. Legislation isn't the right path. 

The Conservatives made headlines last March by 
saving average folks money by bringing down tariffs 
on items including hockey gear and baby clothes. 

But this was actually, as columnist Anthony Furey 
described it, a "magic trick" - a sleight of hand. 
Because when all the other tariff changes in the 
budget were tallied up, they actually had a negative 
impact on consumers -- not positive. 

The government doesn't create jobs by picking 
winners and losers in a specific field - which is what 
our pork-barrel spending does. 

It creates jobs by causing as little interference as 
possible. Which is what the Comprehensive and Eco¬ 
nomic Trade Agreement with the European Union is 
poised to do. 

A joint study projected this deal could boost 
Canada's income by $12 billion. Decades later, it may 
be considered Harper's legacy. 

It translates into jobs and could bring low-income 
workers into the middle class. 

On Monday Jim Flaherty announced the budget 
will be delivered on Feb. 11. The middle class is wait¬ 
ing to be wooed.

Town shouldn’t spend

If that was not enough, it appears that 
my hydro bill dollars will also help pay 
for a $125,000 piece of stainless steel 
that does nothing. 

While I appreciate art, it is not the role 
of government to spend my money on 
art. 

It is the role of government to provide 
efficient services, and reduce my taxes, 
rather than increase them yearly. 

In the real world, not everyone gets an 
annual raise of 2% to 3%, so why does 


municipal government think that 
annual tax increases are an inevitable 
fact? 

I was really hoping that the new 
mayor and town council got the mes¬ 
sage after the last election. 

Empire building should be left for 
towns that can actually afford it. 

We desperately need more infrastruc¬ 
ture and commercial development for 
local employment, and increased com¬ 
mercial tax base, rather than feel-good 
projects like obtrusive cement islands 
that don't help traffic flow, pretty lights 
that illuminate empty streets at night 
but did not bring new business or 
tourism. 

Or pretty artwork that does nothing to 
reduce my taxes or improve services. I 
am sure that there are those who feel 
that this piece of art is worth the cost, so 
I encourage them to raise funds pri¬ 
vately and pay for it themselves. 

The town is a corporation. We are the 
shareholders. 

Council's job is to generate value to 
shareholders, not to be legacy building 
and funding warm and fuzzy projects 
with my money.

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Province says Alcona urban growth area

Instead of access from Innisfil Beach Road, 
a new driveway would be constructed con¬ 
necting to nearby Goshen Road, a narrow res¬ 
idential road that currently ends in a cul-de- 
sac. 

The OMB hearing will take place Feb. 12 
and on Feb. 5, Innisfil council must decide 
whether to oppose or support the developer's 
objection. The town wanted to hear from res¬ 
idents first and scheduled the open house. 

Those in attendance were less than 
impressed with the new proposal, and con¬ 
cerned over both the height of the building 
and the access, despite the reassurances of 
planners. 

Diane Sykes was the first to object to access 
from Goshen Road. 

"All that traffic is going to be coming 
through a residential area," Sykes said. "It sets 
a precedent. What about the other (still unde¬ 
veloped) properties? We're giving in to these 
developers, and it's ruining our communi¬ 
ties." 

"I can guarantee no decisions have been 
made," said Tim Cane, the town's manager of 
land use planning, adding that Alcona has 
been recognized as an urban growth node by 
the province and is expected to become Inn- 
isfil's centre of population and commerce. 

"We have to get smarter about how we 
grow, and that's upwards rather than out¬ 
wards," Cane said. "Right now, we have a 
main street that needs a shot in the arm." 

The seven-storey residential building "will 
support that main street," he added. 

Representing Abandel, Darren Vella, of 
Innovative Planning Solutions, said the 
developer was asking for the same MU2 
zoning found on properties to the east and 
west, and that the Goshen access was chosen 
after many meetings with the Lake Simcoe 
Region Conservation Authority and the town 
to allow reorientation of the building away 
from existing backyards on neighbouring 
Ashley Court, reducing shadow impact. 

He was asked who would own the 6.5 
metre driveway proposed on the unopened 
road allowance of Goshen. 

"That has yet to be determined," Vella 
replied. 

"It seems like a lot of craziness, when your 
client already has access to Innisfil Beach 
Road," said Colin McGregor, objecting to the 
town "giving away land" to a developer. 

Sykes argued that it was up to the devel¬ 
oper to work out the issue of access, on his 
own lands. 

"That's his responsibility, that's not ours," 
she said, adding that developers make their 
money and leave, and "we're left with what¬ 
ever they've done. I think we need to stand 
firm. He has to give in to us, not the other way 
around." 

Several residents were concerned over 
impact on pedestrian access and on neigh¬ 
bourhood wells. The homes on Goshen are 
on septic tanks and private wells. 

Resident Mike Mitchell asked whether the 
construction of the foundation for a seven- 
storey building with underground parking 
would impact the water table and local wells. 

"If they were going to remove groundwater, 
they'd have to follow a separate process and 
apply to the Ministry of the Environment," 
Cane replied, acknowledging that hydrogeo¬ 


logical studies have yet to be presented for 
the property. "That's going to determine the 
viability of the underground parking." 

Mitchell also questioned the impact on 
property values, with a seven-storey building 
looming over backyards in the area. 

"Your privacy just goes out the window," he 
said. 

There were concerns over the impact of the 
proposal on a small neighbourhood park, 
which has a playground and soccer mini¬ 
pitch. "There is nowhere for those people to 
park. Getting in and out of Goshen is going to 
be an absolute nightmare," said Michele 
Farley, a resident of Goshen," adding that if 
the road becomes a driveway for a seven- 
storey apartment, there would be an impact 
on the park used primarily by children, and 
on existing homes. 

Residents were also upset when their ques¬ 
tions regarding the nature of the building — 
condo or apartment and the number of units 
— could not be answered. 

"If that's not the true plan, why are we 
being shown that?" Sykes demanded. 

"This is the first stage, the broad strokes," 
Cane said. The details will be worked out in a 
site plan, that will also set conditions on 
development." 

Some were opposed to any intensification 
and growth. 

"It's one thing to have townhouses in that 
area, family homes. I left the city to come into 
the country. I didn't want a (7-storey) build¬ 
ing," one resident told the meeting. 

"My concern is everything: the construc¬ 
tion, what's going to happen to our homes. 
There's a lot of different factors," said Ashley 
Court resident Shelly Vaccari, who presented 
the petition at the open house. 

Concerns include the impact of construc¬ 


tion on neighbouring foundations, noise and 
dust pollution, traffic, destruction of habitat 
and invasion of privacy. 

"If we wanted to live in a town with an 
apartment building, we never would have 
purchased our houses in Innisfil," the peti¬ 
tion stated. 

Vella pointed out that growth will come 
and that Alcona is identified as a growth area. 

"That's what the province has said. That 
decision wasn't made by me, it wasn't made 


by Tim (Cane), it wasn't made by council," he 
said. 

Comments from the open house were 
recorded and will be incorporated into a 
report and recommendation to council, to be 
presented Feb. 5.

Preaching respect for snow plows

As the snowbanks climb ever higher, so, 
too, do the risks associated with clearing the 
snow. 

More and more of the white stuff means 
more and more snowplows, which makes for 
potentially dangerous situations. 

That was brought to the fore earlier this 
week with two crashes involving snowplows 
in two days. 

According to South Simcoe police, a plow 
driver had to take evasive action Monday 
morning when an oncoming car lost control 
on Innisfil Beach Road near Sideroad 20. The 
plow's blade crossed the centre line and 
struck a second car. 

Police say its driver went to hospital with 
minor injuries and the plow driver was not 
hurt. No charges were laid. 

On Tuesday morning, a City of Barrie 
snowplow and a vehicle collided around 10 
a.m., forcing the closure of a portion of St. 
Vincent Street between Livingstone Street 
East and Cundles Road East. 

According to Barrie police, the vehicle's 
windshield was damaged and the driver was 
shaken up and taken to Royal Victoria 
Regional Health Centre to be checked out. 
The driver of the plow was not injured. 

"Motorists and pedestrians need to be cog¬ 
nizant of the snow-removal operations and 
leave extra space for these vehicles to clear 
our roadways," Barrie police Const. Melanie 
Turner said. 

South Simcoe police Const. Richard 
Williamson said he understands that lining 
up behind a snowplow can be frustrating. 

"Speed is often reduced to a crawl as the 
snow is removed and the delay can put a dent 
in your plans, especially if you're running 
behind," he said. "On the other hand, if the 
plows weren't doing their jobs, you might 
have a dent in your car, or worse, yourself." 

Williamson said motorists should be famil¬

- Never pass a snow plow 

- Don't drive beside snow plows 

- Do not pass between snow plows in 
tandem.

their work," he said. 

The Ontario Road Builders' Association 
(ORBA) is suggesting safety tips for drivers 
during a current province-wide campaign. 

“Each year, we see Ontarians dangerously 
speeding to try to pass snow plows," said 
ORBA executive director Geoff Wilkinson. "To 
help prevent collisions and injuries, the Let 
Us Lead the Way-Snow Plow Safety campaign 
is asking all drivers to show caution on the 
road when they see a snow plow's flashing 
blue light, and let the plow lead the way.'' 

Snow plows are wider than the average 
vehicle with large blades that extend a meter 
or more ahead and into the neighbouring 
lane, Wilkinson said. 

"Passing a snow plow could result in a col¬ 
lision. As well, snow plows sometimes shift 
sideways unexpectedly when they are plow¬ 
ing packed snow or drifts," he said. "There is 
also reduced visibility for drivers as plowing 
light powdery snow will form a cloud that 
severely restricts visibility, making passing 
extremely dangerous. 

"On multi-lane roads snow plows often 
work in tandem, forming an echelon or 
'conga line', making it dangerous to pass or 
weave between the plows."

iar with a snow plow's flashing blue light on 
top, and red and yellow signals to the rear. 

"When you find yourself behind a snow¬ 
plow, it can be tempting to pull out around 
and pass them. But visibility is often 
obscured, and the road in front of a plow is 
never in good shape," he said. "Often, a plow 
will swerve to avoid obstacles that you cannot 


see. It is dangerous to you, the plow driver, 
and other cars and drivers to pass a working 
snowplow." 

Motorists should plan ahead and leave 
themselves extra time to travel on snowy 
days, Williamson said. 

"Keep back 50 metres, stay patient, main¬ 
tain a constant speed and let the plows do

Rates imposed for the specified areas of 
Alcona, Alcona South, Innisfil Heights, 
Big Bay Point Shoreline, Lefroy, Churchill, 
Cookstown, Friday Harbour, Stroud, Fennell’s 
Corner, Gilford, and Degrassi Point are related 
to the provision of water and sanitary sewer 
services. All area-specific charges are listed 
in Schedule 2 below. Map 1 delineates all 
applicable Service Areas within the Town in 
which the area-specific charges are applied. 

Both the residential and non-residential 
development charge rates will be in effect 
as of February 1, 2014. Copies of the by-law 
can be viewed and downloaded at the Town 
of Innisfil’s website at www.innisfil.ca. The 
complete development charges by-law can 
also be examined at the Town Clerk’s Office 
from 8:30 am to 4:30 pm, Monday through 
Friday at the address shown below.

Insurance 
tips for 
condo 
landlords 


(NC) Owning a rental condomin¬ 
ium is a great investment opportu¬ 
nity, but it comes with a unique set 
of responsibilities. Condos make 
landlords vulnerable because of the 
various parties involved, including 
tenants, condominium boards and 
commercial organizations, as well 
as the nuances of rental legislation. 
To protect yourself against costly 
repairs and other major headaches, 
take the following steps: 

Understand the insurance land¬ 
scape. The relationship between 
you, your tenant, and the building 
itself (which is subject to a commer¬ 
cial policy) can complicate mat¬ 
ters, especially in regard to insur¬ 
ance. While policies sometimes 
overlap, certain things inevitably 
slip through the cracks and could 
become contentious. Start by con¬ 
sulting a trusted insurance advisor 
to identify any possible issues or 
oversights. 


Supplement your basic landlord 
coverage. "Most traditional poli¬ 
cies do not include 'white goods' 
or, in other words, appliances. So, 
if something goes wrong with your 
tenant's stove or fridge, you could be 
held financially responsible. Avoid 
this by adding those items to your 
existing landlord policy," says Blake 
Reichert, regional vice president at 
Western Financial Group. We all 
hope that tenants will be respon¬ 
sible, but you need to plan for any 
eventuality. "You should also deter¬ 
mine whether or not upgrades to 
your unit are covered by your exist¬ 
ing policy," adds Reichert. "Many 
owners will improve their space 
without supplementing their cover¬ 
age. An insurance broker can advise 
you on the best way to proceed 
when you make changes, no matter 
how small." 

Ensure that your tenant has an 
individual policy. Before entering 
a new rental agreement, ask for a 


copy of your tenant's individual pol¬ 
icy and share it with your insurance 
broker. That way you can find any 
gaps in coverage. Also, since these 
policies must be regularly renewed, 
build a stipulation into the lease 
that allows you to check it on an 
annual basis. 

As with your insurance, tenant 
policies can either be quite com¬ 
prehensive or very specific, often 
encompassing their property and 
nothing further. It is a good idea to 
be clear on where your insurance 
ends and the tenant's begins. 

Remember to talk to a profes¬ 
sional insurance advisor and, first 
and foremost, be selective about 
who you rent to.

(NC) One of the most 
important responsibili¬ 
ties of being a landlord is to 
make sure your rental unit is 
safe and meets all building 
codes. Fire safety and pre¬ 
vention are paramount and 
that goes for a rental unit 
inside your home.

The Code addresses four 
safety issues including: 

Fire separation for each 
dwelling unit. This can be 
done with a specifically 
engineered product, such 
as Roxul ComfortBoard FS. 
It is a semi-rigid, stone wool 
insulation board and is ideal 
for fire-stopping in con¬ 


cealed spaces of multi-unit 
residential buildings. 

Means of escape from 
each dwelling unit. Base¬ 
ment apartments must have 
a separate exit or have win¬ 
dows large enough for a 
human to escape to be con¬ 
sider a legal rental unit. 

Smoke alarms are a 
must for any home, whether 
a rental unit or not and 
need to be installed, one on 
each level and close to bed¬ 
rooms. 

Electrical safety is of 
utmost importance. All 

electrical should be updated 
and brought up to code if 
creating a dwelling unit 


within a home. 

Fire safety, especially in 
a rental unit, needs to be 
put on the top of priori¬ 
ties. Although a rental unit 
can be a profitable invest¬ 
ment, it also comes with 
the responsibility of your 
tenant's safety. Always put 
their safety first and you'll 
have good tenants for a long 
time.
